In your brief discussion of the assassination in the rep rt to ~ho Com is.rion 
you say that three shots were fired, of which two hit the President and one the 
governor. This does not account for the bullet that hit the curbstone on Com \*rce 
Street, which you told the Con -ission you could not associate ith the resident i'Sl 
car or any of its occupants* In another part of this report, dealing with v.sw*ld, yc 
told the Commission that the bullet that did not kill the President struck hi n in 
the back - not the neck - ond did not gc through his body. Here you seem to fail tc 
account for the well-known wound in the front of the President’s neck. An:' thus, 
are there not et least five bullets, the three you accounted for and the two you 
did not account for. The Commission itself considered the curbstone strike a ce er 3 t 
bullet, end the President most certainly was wounded in the front of the neck.
